YE OLDE MARKET HOUSE, located in the 
center of town, was destroyed in the great 
fire of 1831, and rebuilt in 1838. It is still in 
perfect condition and is regarded by experts 
as an architectural gem. Slaves were sold 
here "incidental to the disposal of estates for 
taxes and indebtedness." It is now being 
utilized as a Public Library. 
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
